This  form,  OMS  424,  supersedes  FDa  490  which  was  formerly  FPI-23.  It 
is  to  be  use£  in  connection  with  FDA  34  (FPI  11a)  which  lists  the  products 
inspected. 
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In  addition  to  showing  the  number  of  carlot  and  l.c.l.  carlot  equiva- 
lent inspections,   this  form  will  furnish  additional  information  which  is 
necessary  in  order  to  "bill  the  States  for  amounts  due  the  Federal  Depart- 
ment under  Cooperative  Inspection  Agreements.     Some  items  called  for  in 
this  form  will  not  apply  to  all  States.     The  agreement  with  the  State  in 
which  the  supervisor  is  working  should  "be  studied  carefully  to  determine 
what  information  will  "be  needed  by  Washington  in  order  properly  to  hill 
the  State.    For  example,  if  the  State  is  paying -5$. of  l.c.l.  fees  instead 
of  reducing  them  to  carlot  equivalents,  the  total  of  such  fees  must  "be" 
shown.     If  the  State  is  paying  the  per  diem  and  transportation  expenses  •

Attention  is  again  called  to  the.  necessity'- of'  placing  orders  for 
Shipping  Point  Certificates  at  least  six  months  in  advance.  Paper 
shortage  at  the  present  time  makes  it    inadvisable  to  order  more  than  a 
year's  supply  at  one  time.     It  will  also  greatly  facilitate  the  placing 
of  printing  orders  if  the  last  serial  number  on  hand  is  given  as  wellas 
the  number  requested. 

Orders  for  all  Shipping  Point  Certificates  and  other  forms  which 
bear  the  name  of  the  State  should  be  sent  direct  to  Washington  and  ship- 
ments will  be  made  direct  to  the  State  from  the  printer. 

All  forms  for  general  use  which  do  not  bear  the  name  of  the  State, 
such  as  Inspectors'  Notes", .  are  .stocked  in  the  Area  Offices  and  should  be 
ordered  direct  from  them. 

^P0RT_T0^NmGE_0E  FRESH  FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  n^SPECTION_FOR_PROCESSI_NG  PLANTS 

Some  supervisors  have  failed  to  report  the  tonnage  of  all  fruits  and 
vegetables  inspected  for  canneries  and  dehydrating  or  other  processing 
plants  by  Federal-State  licensees.     In  order  that  proper  credit  be  given  in 
'  the  Annual  Report  for  work  performed  under  cooperative  agreements  with 
various  States,  supervisors  should  report  the  volume  inspected  by  Federal- 
State  licensees  regardless  of  whether  inspections  were  based  upon  U.  S. 
Standards,  State  grades,  or  private  canners  contracts.     It  is  suggested 
that  supervisors  check  their  records  for  any  commodities  not  already 
reported  and  submit  them  to  Washington  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  they 
may  be  credited  with  such  work  in  the  official  records.

IDENTIFICATION  OF  BROWN  ROT  AND  RHIZOPHUS  ROT  OF  STONE  FRUITS  ON  THE  MARKET . 

The  correct     .  identification  of  BROWN  ROT  and  RHIZOPHUS  ROT  in  stone 
fruits  on  the  market  is  important  because  the  railroads  will  not  pay  claims 
on  the  former  but  often  do  so  on  the  latter.     In  early  stages  these  decays 
are  difficult  to  separate.'    The  information  belowL  should  be  considered 
supplemental  to   that  in  Misc.  Publication  228. 

2mportan^e_and_Dj.sjtri^buti_on:   '  BROWN  ROT  is  the  most  important  decay  of  stone 
fruits  both  in  the  field  and  in  transit.    RHIZOPUS  ROT  is  a  -transit  decay 
which  at  one  time  was  the  equal  of  BROWN  ROT  in  importance  but  which  with 
increasing  attention  to  refrigeration  has  becoge  less  important.    BROWN  ROT 
is  found  on  fruit  from  all  important  growing  sections  with  the  exception  of 
the  central  valleys  of  Washington  (Yakima,  Wenatchee,  Okanagan)  and  southern 
Idaho  (Boise).     It  has  not  been  found  in  the  Milton-Freewater  area  of  Oregon. 
RHIZOPUS  ROT  is  found  from  all  growing  sections. 

Tempera ture  relations  and  locajj^n^in  the  loadj_    The  BROWN  ROT  organism 
continues  to  develop  slowly  at  a  temperature  as  low  as  32°F.     Therefore  the 
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decay  ig. -usually  found  scattered  in  all  layers  of  a  load,  though  more 
advanced  stages  will  be  found  in  the  warmer  top  layers.    RHIZOPUS  HOT 
organism  ceases  development  below  50°F.    Affected  -fruits  are  found  chiefly 
in  top  layers  or  in  poorly  refrigerated  cars. 

Description  of_the__decays:  The  two  decays  cannot' -be' .-separated  by  appearance 
in  their  early  stages  Tspots  up  to  l/2  in.  diameter).    On  bo  th  the  skin- 
slips  easily  and  both  are  watery  and  semi-firm.    Iti  later  stages,  from  the 
center  of  the  lesion  the  skin  slips  easily  in  RHIZOPUS  ROT  but  is  firmly 
held  in  BROWN  ROT.    Near  the  edge  of  the  old  lesions  the  skin  of  both  decays 
can  be  slipped  easily.     The  skin  in  the  center  of  old  lesions  of  BROWN  ROT 
gradually  turns  black,  whereas  the  entire  surface  of  RHIZOPUS  ROT  remains  a 
uniform  dull  brown.    From  the  very  earliest  stages  the  flavor  of  the  decayed 
tissues  is  markedly  different  in  the  two  rots.    BROWN  ROT- has  a  strong, 
disagreeable  flavor,  whereas  RHIZOPUS  ROT  has  a  mild  fermented  flavor. 

The  most  useful  differences  .are  in  the  appearance  of  the  fungus  growths. 
BROWN  ROT  has  no  strands  or  threads  of  mycelium,  only  low  mounds  of  yellow- 
ish gray,  dusty  spores.    RHIZOPUS  ROT  under  moist  conditions  develops 
mycelium  that  is  extensive,  coarse,  stringy  and  bears  scattered  black  or 
white  glistening  spore  heads  barely  discernible  v&  tih  the  unaided  eye.  If 
no  surface  growth  is  apparent  it  may  be  brought  out  by  holding  the  specimens 
overnight  in  a  warm,  moist  place.     Ideal  conditions  are  provided  by  wrapping 
affected  fruits  in  wet  newspaper  and  holding  them  at  room  temperature. 

j3umma_ry: .   When  difficulty  is  encountered,  in  distinguishing  between  EROWN  ROT 
and  RHIZOPUS  ROT  on  stone  fruits  note  (l)  presence  or  absence  of  coarse, 
stringy  my celitim  with  glistening  heads,  (2)  presence"  or  absence  of  dark  skin 
on  center  of  lesion,*  (3)  ease  with  which  skin  on  .center  of  older  lesions  can 
be  slipped  off,  and  (4)  flavor  of  decayed  tissue.

TO)  69,  Amendment  6,  effective  June  21,  1945,  removes  dates,  pineapples, 
prunes  and  gooseberries  from  the  restrictions  of  this  order.  Restrictions 
on  the  use  of  "vinegar  stock"  were  also  eliminated.     Still  remaining  under 
the  provisions  of  the  order  are  apples,  apricots,  cherries,  currants, 
Concord  grapes,  peaches,  pears  ,  plums,  "blackberries,  blueberries,  Boys en- 
berries,  dewberries,  huckleberries,  Johnsonberries,  Loganberries,  Olympic 
berries,  raspberries,  strawberries  and  Youngberries. 

Directors  Order,  W5XD  69.3,  was  also  issued,  replacing  WFO  69.1,  as 
amended,  and  \WQ  69.2,  as  amended.     This  order  continues  the  release  of 
apricots,  plums,  pears,  and  peaches  below  their  U.  S,  No .  2  grades;  apples 
below  U.  S.  Utility  grade  (sorted  from  large  lots  as  specified  in  the 
Order);  and  all  Clingstone  peaches  grown  in  California,    Eecause  of  the 
prospective  short  supply  of  Concord  grapes  this  season,  the  permissive 
use  of  Concord  grapes  in  the  production  for  sale  of  alcoholic  products, 
was  not  continued  in  effect, 

EERRIES  -  CEILING-  PRICE  ^JUSTMENTS 

Maximum  Price  Regulation  426,  .Amendment  113,  effective  June  21,  extends 
through  July  20  the  "disaster"  adjustment  in  the  ceiling  price;  for  straw- 
berries produced  in  Zone  I  (States  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains). 
This  adjustment  was  originality  made  Effective  through  June  20  to  compensate 
for  reduced  yields,  and  the  June  crop  report  indicated  that  an  extension  of 
this  adjustment  was  warranted, 

A  special  survey  was  made  to  determine  the  prospective  yield  per  acre 
of  raspberries,  blackberries,  and  dewberries  produced  i n  Pennsylvania, 
Maryland,  Delaware  and  New  Jersey,    The  results  indicated  that  an  adjust- 
ment was  required  and  the  Office  of  Price  ildmini  strati  on  has,  therefore, 
issued  Amendment  115  to  Maximum  Price  Regulation  426,  effective  June  21, 
establishing  ceiling  prices,  f.o?b.  country  shipping  point,  for  these 
States  through  July  20,  as  follows:  Red  raspberries  26  cents  per  pint, 
50  cents  per  quart,  and  32  cents  per  pound;  black  raspberries  24  cents 
per  pint,  46  cents  per  quart,  and  29  cents    per  pound,  and  blackberries 
and  dewberries  17  cents  per  pint,  33  cents  per  quart,  and  21  cents  per 
pound, 

GEORGIA  PEACHES 

The  size  regulations  have  been  deleted  from  the  order  limiting  shipments 
of  fresh  peaches  from  Georgia  under  the  Georgia  peach  marketing  agreement 
pr.ogram.     The  grade .  regul-'- tions  are  being  retained  in  effect. 

The  Georgia  peach  industry  reports  that  sizes  continue  to  run  small  for 
Hileys  and  other  early  varieties  and  indications  are  this  will  reduce  the 
estimated  production  15  to  20  percent. 
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CaLIFORNIA_PLUMS_ 

Action  is  being  taken  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Plum  Commodity 
Committee  established  under  the  marketing  agreement  program  for  California 
fresh  Bartlett  pears,  plums,  and  Elberta  peaches  relative  to  grade  and 
size  regulations  on  shipments. of  the  Tragedy,  Climax,  Burba nk,  and  Gaviota 
varieties  of  plums  from  California,     The  Committee  expects  to  review 
earlier  recommendations  which  are  pending  on  ;eix  other  varieties  of  Cali- 
fornia plums*

Eecause  the  prospective  production  of  red  sour  cherries  is  below 
average,  the  War  Fooid- Administration  has  issued  Wafr  Food  Order  133,  re- 
quiring a  100  percent?.; set  aside  of  all  the  hot  packed  and  frozen  cherries 
processed  in  1945,    The  order  became  effective  June  20.  .....  . 

In  addition  to  requiring  processors  to  hold  all  of  their  1945  packs 
for  sale  to  Government  agencies,  WFO  133  restricts  the  co  mmercial  processing 
of  red  sour  cherries  to  hot  packing  and  freezing.     The  Order  also  limits 
the  anount  a  processor  in  any  sta'te  except  New  York  may  freeze  to  25  per- 
cent of  the  quantity  of  frozen  cherries  he  processed-  in  1944.     In  New 
York  a  processor  may  freeze  up  to  50  perdent  of  his  1944  frozen  quantity'. 
The  higher  percentage  ?;as  made  applicable  to  New  York  State  in  view' of  the 
restrictions  on  the  freezing  of  New/York  cherries  in  the  base  year  (1944)  , 
under  War  Food  Order  107.    The  Order  further  provides  that'  no  processor 
shall  freeze  red  sour  cherries  in  packages  of  less  than  30  pounds  net  '  * 
weight. 

Records  and  reports  are  required  to.be  filed  with  the  Order  Administra- 
tor, WFO  133,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch,  Office  of  Marketing  Services, 
Washington  25,  D.  C. 

Eecause  .the  order  provides  for  set  aside  of  processed  red  sour 
cherries,  WFO  22.8  (Canned  and  Processed  Foods  Set-Aside)  has  been' amended 
deleting  provisions  concerning  the  canned  pack  of  red  sour  cherries. 

GEORGIA  PEACHES 

On  the  basis  of  information  now  available,  it  is  expected  that  prices 
for  Georgia  peaches  will  averag-e  above  parity  for  the  aeason.*    Therefore,  . 
the  order  issued  under  the  marketing  agreement  program  which 'Imposed  grade 
and  size,  restrictions  on  shipments  of  fresh  peaches  from  Georgia  was ' 
terminated  effective  July  5,  1945.  ■ 

^LIFORNIA_PLUMS_ 

Grade  and  size  restrictions  under.' the  marketing  agreement  program  are 
now  effective  for  thirteen  varieties  of  California  plums.     The  standard 
provision  of  the  orders  which  required  all  shipments  to  be  inspected  was  . 
changed,  effective  Jaly  1,   to  permit  shipment  of  individual  lots  of  plums 
in  cases  where  inspectors  are  unavailable.     Generally,  however,  inspectors 
are  expected  to  be  available.        '  . 
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APPLES_ 

Ceiling  prices  for  simmer  apples,  -through  July  20,  of  $3.45  per 
standard  "box  or  "bushel  and  7.67  cents  per  pound  for  non-standard  packs, 
f.o.b.  country  shipping  point,  were  established  by  Amendment  119  to 
MPR  426,  issued  by  OPA,  effective  June  25,  1945. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Fresh  Apple  Industry  Advisory  Committee  and 
representatives  of  the  OPA  on  June  18  and  19,  which  representatives  of  the 
War  Pood  Administration  also  attended,  considerable  time  was  devoted  to 
consideration  of  disaster  adjustments  in  the  1945  ceiling  price  regulation 

The  Canadian  import  regulations  have  been  amended,  reducing  the  size 
requirement  for  entry  from  2-1/4  inch  minimum  to  2  inch  minimum  on  the 
Transparent  variety  during  the  period  June  22  through  July  31. 

GBAPES_ 

Ceiling  prices  were  established  for  juice  grapes  grown  in  California 
and  table  grapes  grown  in  California  and  Arizona  by  Amendment  117  to 
MPR  426,  issued  by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration,  effective  June  24, 
1945.     The  all  season  f .o.b.  price  for  juice  grapes  grown  in  California 
is  $2.00  per  lug  box  with  a  net  weight  of  36  pounds  or  more.     The  all 
season  f.o.b.  price  for  table  grapes  grown  in  Arizona,  or  in  Riverside 
County,  Imperial  County,  or  the  Borego  Valley  area  of  San  Diego  County 
in  California  is  $3.20  per  lug  box  with  a  net  weight  of  24  pounds  or  more. 
The  f.o.b.  price  for  table  grapes  grown  elsewehre  in  California  and  packed 
in  a  lug  box  with  a  net  wieght  of  28  pounds  or  more  is  $2.40  per  lug  to 
August  10;  $1.65  from  August  11  to  November  10;;  $1.90  from  November  11  to 
December  10;  and  $2.20  from  December  11  to  the  end  of  the  season. 

PMSH_CSERRY  CEILIN&  ^INCESaSED 

'  Amendment  122  to  MPR  426  effective  12:01  AM  July  1  increased  the 
maximum  price  of  fresh  red  sour  cherries  one- half  cent  per  pound  in  the  . 
States  of  Texas,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  Kansas,  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Nebraska 
and  North  and  South  Dakota,  and  five  cents  per  pound  in  the  States  east 
thereof.     The  adjustments  are  based  upon  the  June  1  crop  report  estimates 
issued  by  BAE  and  which  indicate  a  yield  of  only  80  percent  of  average  in 
the  group  of "States  mentioned  above,  and  only  39  percent  of  average  in 
the  eastern »group.     These  increases  result  in  prices  of  10-1/4  cents  per 
pound  for  cherries  without  stems,  11-1/2  cents  for  cherries  with  stems,, 
in  containers,  in  the  States  named  above,  and  14-3/4  cents  without  stems 
and  16  cents  per  pound  with  stems,  in  the  eastern- states,     when  sold 
without  containers  the  price  is  2  cents  less  per  pound. 

1944_45  CANNED  GBaPEERUIT  juice  subsidy. program 


On  June  21,  The  War  'Pood  Administration  issued  details  of  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  1944-45  Canned  Grapefruit  Juice  Subsidy 
Offer.    Under  the  1944-45  Offer,  which  is  similar  to  the  one  in  effect 
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during  the,- .1943-44  season,  payments  are  available  to  canneers  on  eligible 
civilian  sales  of  grapefruit  juice  made  during  the  period  November  10,1944 
to  November  30,  1945,  both  dates  inclusive.     The  rate  of  payment  on  such 
sales  will-be  computed  for  each  individual  canner  on  the;  basis  of  a 
weighted  season  average  of  that  canner1 s  average  costs  for  grapefruit 
delivered  to  his  plants  during  each  month  (or  period  established  in  the 
Offer)  or  103  percent  of  the  average  delivered  cost  of  grapefruit  during 
such  month, to  all  canners  within  the  area  in  which  the  canner' s  plants  are 
located,  whichever  is  lower.    Ho\vever,  in  no  event  will  a  fruit  cost  in 
excess  of  the  following  applicable  delivered  costs  be  used:    Florida,  $43.27 
per  ton  prior  to  January  1,  1945  and  $41,55  per  ton  on  and  after  January  1, 
1945;  Texas,  $29.75  per  ton  for  the  entire  season;  and  Calif ornia-Ari zona, 
$28.00  per  ton  for  the  entire  season* 

Copies  of  the  Subsidy  Offer  are  being  mailed  to  all  grapefruit  juice 
canners.     The  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch  will  administer  the  program  for 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.    ...  •

VEGETABLE  MARKETING  DIVISION 


PRICE  CEILI NGS_ 

The  Office  of  Price  Administration  during  the  week  ending  June  16, 
announced  that  price  ceilings  on  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  would  be 
increased  to  permit  canners  to  reflect  in  their  ceilings  increased  costs 
brought  about  by  approved  raw  material  cost  increases  and  approved  wage 
increase. 

.  Canners  have  been  diverting  increasing  quantities  of  tomatoes  into 
tomato  products  during  the  past  two  or  three  years  with  the  result  there 
is  considerable  concern  regarding  a  pack  of  canned  tomatoes  sufficient  to 
meet  military  requirements  and  minimum  supply  for  civilians.  Consideration 
is  being  given  to  an  adjustment  in  the  ceiling  price  for  canned  tomatoes 
as  an  incentive  for  canners  to  divert  larger  quantities  of  tomatoes  into 
canned  tomatoes. 

An  increase  in  the  ceiling  price  for  onions  has  been  approved,  amount- 
ing to  15  cents  per  50-pound  sack,  f.o.b.  shipping  point  for  the  period 
June  16  to  July  15.     The  adjustment  was  made  in  order  to  permit  gro\vers 
a  chance  to  recoup  losses  of  plants  suffered  at  planting  time. 

Crop  disaster  adjustments  are  under  consideration  for  California  honey- 
dews,  Southern  California  peppers,  and  Arizona  cucumbers. 

VE GETaBLE  MATOSITING  SITUATION 

Some  marketing  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  east  Texas  tomatoes. 
A  shipping  holiday  was  in  effect  during  the  last  few  days  of  the  week 
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ending  June  -16,     Purchase  authorization'  has  been  approved  for  distribution 
of  tomatoes  to:  (l)  connunity  canning,  plants  for  processing  for  utilization 
on  the  school  .lunch  program,  and  (2)  to  relief  outlets.    It  is  possible 
that  some  surplus  tomatoes  may  be  moved  in  these  channels.    Plans  are  also 
being  considered  to  facilitate  commercial  canning  of  any  surpluses  which 
develop  through  increase  in  the  ceiling  price  for  canned  tomatoes  or  a 
freight  subsidy  program,  if  such  a  program  is  necessary.    Spinach    has  been 
in  fairly  heavy  supply  in  some  of  the  Middle  Atlantic:  areas  and,  a  Section 
32  purchase  authorization  was  approved  to  extend  to  June. 30  purchases  in 
states  of  Virginia,  Maryland,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania,  to  add  New  York, 
Connecticut  and  Massachusetts.    Onions,  which  were  in  heavy  supply  during 
the  fall,  winter  and  early  spring,  are  again,-  scarce,  wi  th  prices  at  ceiling. 
Home  grown  supplies  of  many  of  the  vegetable  crops  are  now  reaching  the 
large  markets.  -  . 

EDI_BLS_THEE  NUT  COMMITTEE  MEETING- 

The  TCEA  Edible  Tree  Nut  Industry  Advisory  Committee  met  in  Washington 
June  22  and  the  same  committee  net  with  OPA  on  June  23.    Problems  dis- 
cussed at  the  WEA  meeting  included  foreign  trade,  containers,  labor  and 
cold  storage.
